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REMARKS/ ARGI 



The objections and submissions made by the Examiner in the Office Action have been 
carefiilly considered. Appropriate amendments have been introduced to the claims. It is 
submitted that distinguishing features are present and have now been brought out in the 
amended claims. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner has objected to claims 1 to 8 on the basis that the dependent claims 2 to 8 
refer to a support structure that has not been defined in the independent claim L In 
response, all claims have been amended to refer to a printhead assembly. In addition, in 
response to a further comment of the Examiner, the indefinite article "an " has been 
included in claim 1 between the terms "from" and "odd". 

Claims Rejections 

Claim 1 has been rejected as being anticipated by Sakai et al. (US 5,894,316). It is 
submitted that this objection is no longer relevant in view of the amendments introduced to 
claim 1 . As admitted by the Examiner, the multilayer structure disclosed in Sakai is a 
printhead. In contrast, the main feature of the present invention, as defined in claim 1 , is 
now specifically limited to a support beam and is no longer anticipated by Sakai. 

A further argument against such an anticipation becomes apparent when one considers the 
overall context of the specification. It is well known in the art of printhead manufacturing 
that the effective coefficient of expansion of a printhead is approximately equal to that of 
silicon. However, the main feature of the present invention is not directed to the printhead 
itself, but to the supporting beam for such a printhead. In particular the inventive concept 
here is the provision of a supporting beam that has an expansion coefficient similar to that of 
silicon, and, therefore, to that of the printhead to be supported by the beam. This allows the 
manufacturing of printhead assemblies which exhibit reduced misalignment due to 
temperature variations. 

In view of the above comments, the Applicant appeals to the Examiner for the withdrawal of 
this objection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicant thanks the Examiner for the helpful comments in this section. 
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In light of the introduced amendments and the above discussions, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the Examiner's objections have been successfully traversed. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and allowance of the application is courteously solicited.
